Prior to 1945 anti - communists 
constantly criticized the liber­ 
alism of do-gooders and progres­ 
sives Currently the farleft is ac­

The 
farleft 
are sufficiently 
dedicated to their cause t h a t 
they seldom or never feel ex­ 
treme An atmosphere has now- 
been created that all opposing 
communism in the U. S. are 
“extreme suspects" or cranks 
devisive to the nation, and to 
the public interest " 
Better information on the sub­ 
ject of fringes is 
needed. Men 
high in public office priding 
themselves as being conservat­ 
ives have made statements that 
communism is the extreme left 
and fa sos the extreme right. 
This school of thought fails to 
realize that in their socialistic 
endeavors the communists and 
fascists vie with each other in 
the same direction away from 
and apart from constitutional 
government 
Small groups, like the Ku Klux 
Elan.

There's one in almost every 
group: the consistently negative 
person. He’s never for anything, 
always against it. His campaign 
slogan could well be. “It can’t 
be done So what's the sense 
of even trying**" He’s the guy 
who jumps into a discussion 
with one purpose in mind: to 
criticize and slay the ideas pre­ 
sented He dampens the spirit 
of the entire group with his 
pessimistic outlook. 
“There are basically two rea­ 
sons for this type of attitude 
lack af self - confidence and 
lack of energy,” said an astute 
class officer as he tried to ex-; 
plain this negative behavior, 
“ft's so much easier to be de­ 
structive than constructive. It’s 
easier to criticize and then sit 
back and do nothing There s 
no risk involved that wav.” 
Two other young leaders con­ 
firmed this feeling. 
A youthful university fresh­ 
man who had a lot of chib ex­ 
perience in high school pointed 
out that the fellows who al­ 
ways veto a project or spoke 
against it were the “nonenerge- 
tic. really lazy” guys “They 
didn’t wapt to do the work in­ 
volved in carry ing out the proj­ 
ect so they tried hard to con­ 
vince the rest of us that we 
should abandon the idea, too.’ 
“Just before every perform­ 
ance, one of the fellows I sing 
with would start acting up.” ? 
said a folk singing friend. “He 
would think of all the terrible 
things that could happen and 
work himself up to a point of 
not wanting to get on stage. 
“What it really boiled down to. 
I finally figured out. was that he 
didn’t think he had a good enough 
singing voice. When I realized 
rthat. I constantly reassured him 
that he had a good voice and 
that he would do well on stage. 
That seemed to boost his ego 
up a bit: at least he’s better 
going on stage now.” 
What can you do to get along 
better with these negative folks? 
“Ignore them,” said several 
students 
if it s just one per­ 
son in the club or group who's 
complaining about something, 
put things to a vote early be­ 
fore he has a chance to dampen 
the enthusiasm of others. Then 
go ahead with the project. When 
he thinks success is coming,) 
he ll jump on the bandwagon, 
too. 
“lf he’s already gotten others 
to promise to support him.” 
the students continued, “try ap­ 
proaching these folks one by 
one. That usually helps to swing 
their votes from ‘no’ to ‘go’!** 
“Don’t belittle the negativism” ) 
advised an experienced dub 
member. “Instead give some 
consideration to what he’s got to 
say. Often he’ll help you to 
think out the problems yon might 
encounter if you do go ahead 
with the idea — problems that 
you'd probably never think of 
in your enthusiasm.”

student 
body 
president 
stressed the importance of the 
leader setting a good example 
for the negativism With a lot of 
reassurance he felt that this type 
of person could derive enough; 
setf - confidence to switch from1 
a passive complainer to a more 
active do-er Once involved, he 
would probably stop being so 
negative. 
One of our socially adept 
pals noticed that these negative. 
folks were often present at par­ 
ties. “They pretend to be ultra- 
sophisticated and refuse to join 
hi the games with comments 
like. ‘It's so childish: I wouldn't 
enjoy it.’ 
“When this happens, don’t; 
poke fun at them.” he said. 
“but go ahead with the games. 
Later on, ask if they’d like to 
join in again. If they come in, 
don’t razz them or embarrass 
them for changing their minds 
Instead, quietly accept them and 
try to see that they have a good) 
time, then at the next party,;

WASHINGTON (API - The 
Federal Communications Com­ 
mission says it is delaying only 
briefly the planned hearings on 
a controversial proposal to trim 
the influence of the three televi­ 
sion networks in programming 
The commission was to have 
met today to consider the pro­ 
posed rule and possibly vote on 
it 
But a spokesman said Thurs­ 
day the FCC is trying to form a 
policy on government control of 
the booming community anten­ 
na business. 
The three big networks — 
NBC, CBS and ABC — want the 
commission to boid off any rule 
proposal pending an informal 
conference between the agency 
and the networks. 
The brunt of the rule proposal 
would reduce to 50 per celt the 
amount of prim e evening time 
programs controlled by the net­ 
works. The other 50 per coit of 
programming would go to spon­ 
sors working through independ­ 
ent producers. 
Backers of Rte plan contend it 
will improve the level of pro­ 
grams by stimulating competi­ 
tion among producers.

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. - this 
is the home town of Senator J. 
William Fulbright. chairman of 
the S e n a t e's

cally from any 
foreign 
nation 
as any spot in 
A rn e r i c a, it 
could 
be 
the 
key to the senator’s somewhat 
equivocal attitude toward pur­ 
suing the Cold War. Certainly 
it offers a good place to take 
a one-year-later look at his fa­ 
mous speech of March. 1964 on 
the “Old myths and the new 
realities.” 
It will be recalled that Ful­ 
bright, heartened by Krhrush- 
chev's adventures in “goulash 
diplomacy,” thought last March 
that the Cold War was sub­ 
siding, and so he proceeded to 
“think the unthinkable.” advo­ 
cating a more relaxed attitude 
t o w a r d Communists every­ 
where. Castro's Cuba could, be 
thought, be regarded not as an 
“intolerable” threat to the Mon­ 
roe Doctrine but simply as a 
“distasteful nuisance.” The pos­ 
sibility of new agreements with 
the “polycentric” 
Communist 
nations of eastern Europe and 
with the Soviet Union itself could 
be profitably explored. As for 
Viet Nam and Red China, Ful­ 
bright was more noncommittal. 
Birt he saki a kind word for the 
former assistant secretary of 
state for Far Eastern Affairs. 
Roger (Lisman, who had been 
forced to quit after recommend­ 
ing Mi “ open door" attitude to­ 
ward the possibility of improv­ 
ing our relations with the bloody 
Mao Tse-tung. 
What seemed really intolera­ 
ble to Fulbright was the pros­ 
pect that the Cold War would 
continue to extract some fifty 
billian dollars a ye ar from 
American taxpayers for arma­ 
ments. And, after spending a 
couple ol days at Bitt Fulbright s 
alma mater, the University of 
Arkansas, which he once head­ 
ed as a controversial president. 
one can see why the bend of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee resents the current cost 
af mm foreign relations. Arkan­ 
sas Is a poor state, especially in 
its northwestern Osart h i g h ­ 
lands where it tries to get by 
on the chicken bushless. The 
cry of university faculty mem­ 
bers b “Thank God for Mtosto- 
atppi” — morning that the Ar­ 


kansas state budget for educa­ 
tion isn t quite the worst in the 
United States. The average for 
public school teachers’ salaries 
in Arkansas is below that of 
neighboring Oklahoma, w here 
teacher have been threatening 
to resign en m asse if they can t 
get more money. 
So it is easy to see why Bill 
Fulbright would like to 
hack 
some money out of the fifty bil­ 
lion military budget and divert 
it to such things as aid to edu­ 
cation One can sym pathize with 
his psychological predicam ent. 


But the question, in the light 
of Viet Nam and the current 
manifestation of renewed work­ 
ing relations between Moscow 
and Peking, is whether the “ old 
myths ' of Communist in tra n s i­ 
gence are really myths 
and 
whether the “new realities'* are 
any different from what we have 
been living through ever since 
Russia cracked or stole the se­ 
crets of atomic fission. 
Since Bill Fulbright made his 
famous 
speech. 
Khrushchev 
has disappeared. Well, the sen­ 
ator was ardently hoping, a year 
ago. that the Central Commit­ 
tee of die U.SSR was “devel­ 
oping under Khrushchev into a 
kind of rudimentary parliamen­ 
tary body.” Maybe it has been 
developing in this direction, hut 
it m ust seem to Fulbright the 
unkindest cut of all that the 
“r u d i m e n t a r y parlia­ 
mentarians” should have seen 
fit to throw out the symbol of 
“goulash diplomacy'' in favor 
of Brezhnev and Kosygin, who 
a re now promising ground-to-air 
missiles to North Viet Nam. 
It was Bill Fulbright's “un­ 
thinkable thought” a year ago 
that Castro could be more or 
less ignored. And maybe Cuba, 
by itself, poses no insuperable 
problem for the US. But Che 
Guevara, who is the most ef­ 
fective Communist in Cuba. has 
been comparing notes on gueril­ 
la fighting with the Red Chinese 
in Peking and making offers to 
the Africans of good Cuban 
training in subversive warfare 
against ‘ ‘ neocolonialism ” Gue­ 
vara seems just as much at 
home in Peking as he is in Mos­ 
cow. which would indicate that 
Russia and the Red Chinese 
have at least a second-level 
working arrangement for foster­ 
ing revolutionary movement in 
Latin America. 
Things haven't been breaking 
Arkansas’ way in the battle of 
the military and civilian budgets. 
Paradoxically, Bill Ftffaright s 
nope tot spending more money 
at home might be improved if

Springs would have a corrupt 
government

wards’ The ward bosses they 
mention are found only in the 
big cities and I wish to tell 
them there can be corruption 
in the form of government Col­ 
orado Springs has. also. 
I once lived to a t o w n toe 
size of C o l o r a d o Springs, 
which bas their form of govern­ 
ment. The property owners took 
their grievance to count against 
the city to regard to what they 
thought 
aa unfair ordinance 
The judge decided ta favor of 
the people. Immediately the city 
got another judge to review the 
case which was then decided to 
the city s favor. 
Also I once lived to a Chi­ 
cago suburb which has the form 
of government some of the prop­ 
erty owners are asking for to 
Colorado Springs so they may 
have 
m o r e 
representation. 
There were five wards, each 
ward had two aldermen elect­ 
ed by the people, as was the 
mayor. Council meetings were 
held at night, which gave the 
people an opportunity to air 
their problems. 
These men made their living 
to various occupations nod re­ 
ceived a mere pittance for their 
intent la city affairs and the 
welfare of the people. If one 
did wrong (which was very 
rare I they got rid of bim..
